The Ens pirates have at last been driven 


to bay. The light bas been let In upon 
the-n, and their capture would seem only 
a question of time. Proceedings have been 
instituted against tbe managers by the 
President of the Suaquehanna railroad,--, 
and all at once the rottenness of the whole 
concern seems to be discernable. If half 
the charges brought against Fisk, Gould, 
and two or three others are true, the Erie 
Railroad bas been a gigantic Instrument of 
robbery and corruption ever since those 
gentlemen seized it. They have heretofore 
managed to escape all the attacks tbat have 
been made upon them, but tbey have ap- 
parently waked up the wrong lion this 
time. Joseph H Ramsey, President of tbe 
Albany &Sasquebanna Railroad, who has 
Instituted tbe recent proceedings against 
them, is said to bean intellectual giant, of 
an unblemished reputation, a man of bis 
word, with a will indomitable as destiny 
itself. He charges that one Eldridge and 
one or two others who were engaged in 
the Brie Railroad: managed to work into 
tbe directorship "a certain Jay Gould, 
who was formerly engaged in tbe man- 
agement of a small railroad near "Lake 
Cbamplain, and one James Fisfc. jr , from 
Boston, formerly a dry goods dealer," 
wbo by some legerdemain were finally 
given tbe whole management of tbat great 
corporation, that since they have held tbe 
reins, the directors; and stockholders have 
been strangers to the affairs of the road 
Fisk and-Gould allowing no reports to be 
made to enlighten them or the public, that 
tbe stock of the company has been watered 
to such au extent that more than thirty 
millions can never be accounted for, in 
short, that eve*y move they have made 
has been contrary to honesty, law and the 
public welfare. 


It is quite evident that for the Brat time 


Fisk, Gould and Company, who were in- 
stalled in their present positions because 
no others dared to outrage public senti- 
ment so boldly, are becoming alarmed 
The New York papers of Thursday say* 
that they snuff a crisis, and are keeping 
out of the way personally, seeing that the 
friends of tbe Sasquehanna Road are de- 
termined to carry war into the enemy' 
camp. The Commercial adds*

"Prince Erie to all appearances, has 


some fear of being caught napping. The 
offices of the Brie Company on Eighth av- 
enae and Twenty-third street are under 
strong guard.
